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“ 


. . . The desciples came unto him 

privately saying, Tell us . . . what 
shall be the sign of thy coming... ?” 
This inquiry on the part of the dis- 
ciples reflects a question as old as 
the promise of His return. Many 
saints have whispered these words to 
his Lord in an hour of close commun- 
ion. The promise is sure; His Word 
cannot fail; yet the human mind de- 
sires a tangible reassurance that this 
wonderful event is really going to 
transpire. Unthinkable to the unregen- 
erate mind; unbelievable to the one 

_who has not fellowshipped with our 
Lord. But to the child of God, His 
return is certain.: 


The title of this article does not sug- 
gest that the writer wishes to advance 
some new eschatogical revelation, nor 
to add to the volumes of worthy pro- 
phetic literature, but it does propose 
to collect certain facts from history 


and demonstrate in its repetition an- 


other evidence that our Lord Jesus 
Christ is about to return to this earth. 


In order to avoid any misunder- 
standing in our basis of presentation 
we shall assume the pretribulation, 
premillennial coming of our Lord. 
This we believe to be the Scriptural 
position as well as the official doctrinal 
position of the Assemblies of God. We 
are cognizant that in this theological 
framework there are the two phases 
of His return; i. e., the Rapture, His 
coming for His saints, and the reve- 
lation, the Second Coming which is 
His coming with His saints. It is with 
regard to the latter aspect of His re- 
turn that we shall deal. 

Before the Father sent forth His 
Son to be the Saviour of the world He 
carried on an extensive program of 
background events. This program is 
summed up in the words of the sacred 
writer thus, “When the fulness of time 
was come ... ” Many things had 
been planned under the direction of 


the Sovereign Ruler of the universe. 


Dr. James D. Rider is presently at 
Bethany Bible College where he 
teaches Hebrew, Greek and Church 
History. He holds the Th. D. degree 
from Dallas Theological Seminary: 
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Empires had been changed, roads 
built, national barriers broken down 
— all these were in preparation for the 
spread of the good news - - salvation 
through the Son of God. One of the 
most important was wrought by Alex- 
ander the Great; the spread of the 
Greek language over the entire empire 
which he ruled. A lingua franca (trade 
language) had been established. It 
was not the stilted literary Greek of 
the classic philosophers, but the Greek 
of merchants, soldiers, housewives, 
and everyday men and women. It was 
a common tongue spoken and known 
far and near. Thus, before our Lord 
came, God had allowed an unbeliever, 
Alexander the Great, to provide the 
vehicle of conveyance for the message 
of His salvation. No other language 
contains such delicate and intricate ex- 
pression and is so able to present the 
Word of God. It was convenient to the 
simplest recitation of the gospel or the 
most profound theological disseration 
of the Apostle Paul. 


But what has this to do with the 
return of our Lord and how shall we 
see any sign of His coming? Simply 
thus; as every detail was prepared for 
His first coming, and surely the lang- 
uage was not without significance; so 
every detail is being prepared for His 
second coming. 

We who believe that our Lord will 
return to this earth to set up His king- 
dom and reign for a thousand years, 
certainly believe that it will be a literal 
kingdom. “He shall be great, and 
shall be called the Son of the Highest: 
and the Lord God shall give him the 
throne of his father David...” (Luke 
1:32). This cannot mean a throne in 
heaven; it is literally the “throne of 
his father David” in Jerusalem. Any 
Amillennial spiritualization of this 
passage comes dangerously close to a 
denial of verbal and plenary inspira- 
tion. The Davidic Covenant of II Sam- 
uel 7 has never been abrogated, but 
finds its fulfillment in the millennial 
King, our blessed Lord himself. Re- 
count the provisions of the great cov- 
enant: A King forever. Every king- 
dom , empire, or nation has its own 
particular language. When David 


lived and ruled his people the lang- 
uage was Hebrew. The Holy Spirit in- 
spired the sacred writers, and their 
pens with infinite care wrote the mess- 
age of God from the creation story of 
Genesis to the last prophetic voice of 
Malachi in that beautiful language. 

Although we dare not be dogmatic 
to the point of proclaiming this as a 
sign, but it appears to be a strange 
repetition of the historical working of 
Providence. What has happened to 
the Hebrew language recently? The 
Jewish Education Committee Press, 
New York, has just released a book 
entitled How the Hebrew Language 
Grew by Edward Horowitz, a modern 
Hebrew scholar. Let an unbelieving 
Jew tell the story: 


“It was about eighty years ago that 
a young man was inspired with a vis- 
ion that Hebrew could once again live 
as a spoken language. His name was 
Eliezer ben Yehudah. He went to 
work and write in Israel. At first he 
was thought an idle dreamer, but 
slowly, something of the fire that 
burned within him spread to his 
friends and neighbors, and to wider 
and wider circles, until in a few years 
almost all Jews in Israel were speaking 
Hebrew. One of the greatest miracles 
of all modern times had come to pass. 
This was the very first time in all 
human history that a language which 
ceased being spoken in ancient times, 
came back to life on the lips of men 
and women and litile children.” 

Dr. Horowitz continues by stating 
that one of the greatest problems that 
Eliezer ben Yehudah faced was the 
lack of words that were needed to de- 
scribe all the complex culture of mod- 
ern life, its machinery, etc. He single- 
handed wrote a great dictionary of 
Hebrew language which has recently 
been brought to completion in 17 vol- 
umes. He also formed the Vaad-ha- 
Lashon, the Hebrew Academy, a 
group of the wisest and most learned 
men in the land who have set for 
themselves the task of creating the 
thousands and tens of thousands of 
needed new words. 


Not all words had to be created.

nique problems face the individ- 
U ual dedicated to the ministry of 
youth, but in turn singular blessings 
reward those busily engaged at the 
task. The individual challenged by 
the motivation of the future church 
and pressed for the present, finds that 
often a minister to youth must slip 
behind the scenes to provide the most 
effective service. Over all, he must 
provide that vital, important touch of 
Christian warmth and_ enthusiasm 
needed in any church youth program. 
There are problems facing any 
youth thinker toward an _ eftective 
young peoples program in the church 
today. These stem as questions indi- 
cating basic youth needs that any 
pastor or church board must consider. 
“How can a program and activities 
for youth have a spiritual impact on 
the lives of our young people?” 
“Why are we losing our youth? Are 
they interested in church anymore? 
“Our youth meetings are in a rut. 
What are some new ideas for improv- 
ing their meetings?” 
“Why should a church have such 


Not everyone has successful youth 
ministries, for one must meet certain 
qualifications to lead in these areas. 
There are certain basic principles of 
youth work in order to develop that 
“built-in” appeal and spiritual success. 


The leader must form a pattern of 
growth for his group, not all together 
in attendance, but by individual needs 
such as spiritual growth and _ social 
standards. He must in general help 
them to solve the many complex prob- 
lems that they face day by day. 

Young people are asking such quest- 
ions these days as, “How can I have 
a meaningful life of prayer?” “How 
can I overcome temptation?” “What 
is right and what is wrong?” “How 
can I use my life as a greater influence 
for my church and God?” The youth 
minister has to determine the youth 
life of the church in view of their 
immediate needs, whatever they may 
be. 

Then where in the local church are 
these problems better met than in a 
youth program. For example, the in- 
formal atmosphere of the youth meet-

While it has — 
a most basic contribution to make, a — 


good program for youth auguments 
the Sunday school and church, in- 
creasing its effectiveness by building 
upon it. 

Maintain a “live-wire”, interesting 
and profitable youth hour on each 
Sunday night, and you will automa- 
tically increase the attendance and 
spirit of your Sunday night evangel- 
istic service. 

As a youth pastor or leader, one has 
a two-fold challenge. You are the 
spiritual counselor as well as an offi- 
cial adult leader. As a pastor with 
responsible lay leadership one has to 
represent the church as any pastor, 
but bent to the special needs and in- 
terests of youth. 

Youth, they tell us, tend to follow 
the example of adults. Psychologists 
say that youth need adult friends in 
whom they can confide. This fact be- 
hooves a youth leader to be the kind 
of counselor in whom they will find 
spiritual strength and quality.

an emphasis on youth to hire a full- 
time worker for its ministry? Should 
there really be such an “over-empha- 
sis’ on the young people?” 

These questions must all be faced 
squarely and answered from a basic, 
common approach. The objection that 
teen-agers are already much too busy 
with school activities and the like to 
conduct a full-scale youth program, 
has to go! It is time that the church 
stops conceding to their problems and 
begins working toward their needs 
and spiritual betterment. 

Young people today actually have 
more money, more opportunities, more 
privileges and know more than in any 
past generation. Yet, one who really 
knows them learns that underneath 
these wonderful advantages are very 
definite needs and problems that dit- 
fer and are sometimes greater than 
those ever faced before. 

In a nutshell, this is the purpose for 
a ministry to youth. The youth must 
be cared for and understood at the 
present to be beneficial, and to effect- 
ively serve the church and God in the 
future.

ings and the personal counseling op- 
portunities give the leader an occasion 
for discussing freely with his young 
people their problems. They actually 
want down-to-earth programs that 
grapple with and give answers to 
their problems. 


Need for a full-time youth ministry 
depends largely upon the size of the 
congregation. In many cases laymen 
capably assume this responsibility 
under the supervision of the pastor. 
Larger congregations may share one 
among various departments of the 
church as Sunday school or music. 
Larger churches provide an individual 
to completely oversee the youth work 
as a pastor. 

In this sense the use of the term, 
“youth director”, is fast disappearing 
in favor of the word, “youth minister”. 
As a pastor, responsibility falls to him 
for the selection of lay leadership and 
the over-all spiritual guidance of the 
department. Eternal lives of young 
people are involved. 

This individual, as a youth minister, 
in turn relates all of the youth activ- 
ities, meaningfully, to the local church 


Most congregations have definite 
standards by which they select their 
pastor or appoint Sunday school teach- 
ers, but for some reason church lead- 
ers think that anyone who is young 
can work with young people. This is 
not always true. 


It goes without saying that an ex- 
perience of salvation and a sterling 
Christian life are foremost for a youth 
worker rather than one’s age. The 
individual, still despite age, must have 
a sympathetic understanding and a 
love for young people. The worker 
often needs to develop a sixth sense 
or the ability to discern their needs 
and guide them to workable solutions. 


Spiritual and emotional maturity 
can only give one the direction need- 
ed. Available time must be given to 
properly develop this understanding 
for communicating from one life to 
the other. The youth minister must 
be able to befriend and counsel them, 
sincerely, caring about them and their 
needs. 


Of course, in youth, as any other 


program, there are two ways of doing 
the work - the wrong and right. Either 
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The words “Frevent in Spirit” be- 
came more than just a theme for the 
29th meeting of the General Council 
of the Assemblies of God, convening 

in Portland, Oregon, August 23-29. 


The biennial convention which 
drew up to 10,000 people, was marked 
with a spirit of unity and fresh zeal 
for its Pentecostal doctrines. In the 
opening session Governor Mark Hat- 
field, a born-again believer, welcomed 
the delegates to Oregon. He express- 
ed keen feeling that each Christian is 
responsible in the spread of the gospel. 


The opening message was delivered 
under a special anointing of the Holy 
Spirit by General Superintendent 
Thomas F. Zimmerman. He spoke on 
the convention theme, “Fervent in 
Spirit’. An exceptionally precious 
move of the Spirit swept repeatedly 
across the great crowd at the close of 
his message. 


During the business meetings of 
the day the same presence of the Lord 
was sensed. In these sessions the 
General Council re-elected all of the 
officers to their positions. Other mat- 
ters of importance were voted upon.

the program centers around the adult 
leadership, which must be called the 
wrong way; or the program revolves 
around the young people themselves, 
which leads to the right one. 


The latter is by far the harder way. 
Obviously the quality of youth pro- 
grams at first decrease, but the prin- 
ciple is by far the best. Admittedly, it 
is more difficult to get the young peo- 
ple to do the job than to do it yourself, 
but the end will result with their 
taking more and more responsibilities, 
all because they want to and are 
trained to do so. 


Train them and insure your youth, 
as well as your church, future leader- 
ship, not only in Christian living, but 
in service. They will become more 
than passive spectators with little or 
no ability to serve the Lord. 


As the youth minister, attend their 
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meetings, their social activities, their 
planning times. Mingle with them. 
Know who they are. Don't stand 
aloof. Give advice when it is needed. 
Help them to plan when more experi- 
enced thinking becomes necessary, 
but don’t force your experience upon 
them. Work closely with those who 
are leaders and officers. Win their 
confidence. 


By all means, cooperate with the 
over-all church program and all other 
leaders concerned. The pastor of your 
church is most concerned and will 
want a regular report of the activities 
and progress of the youth. Their pro- 
gress and your fervent ministry will 
expand his ministry in the church and 
will thrill his heart. 


Pray for yourself, with your youth, 
and for their program. Ask God to 
enable you to know and to meet their 


needs. Be vitally interested in good 
programs and socials, but be satisfied 
with nothing less than seeing your 
young people growing and maturing 
in spiritual things. Keep always be- 
fore you, the over-all spiritual object- 
ives. 


Never cease to expand your know- 
how of working with youth. Attend 
good conferences, clinics or workshops 
when they are available. Read and 
observe others. Glean from every- 
where what you can for a more eftec- 
tive youth ministry. 


Soon you can be satisfied with 
nothing less than top notch programs 
for youth. Programs that inspire and 
help them grow in the Lord. Spiritual 
needs, leadership potential, and latent 
abilities demand that you have a youth 
program that sparkles with interest 
and functions with a purpose.

They ransacked the literary treasures 
of old, the Talmud and the Midrash 
and the vast medieval literature which 
contained old and _ forgotten, but 
much-needed and useful words. And 
when they created new words they 
fashioned them with great skill out of 
the old Hebrew three-lettered roots, 
and so skillfully that one hardly feels 
the newness of these words. 


The Vaad-ha-Lashon has _ issued 
many special vocabulary books giving 
detailed lists of words used in different 
professions and _ activities. For ex- 
ample, about 3,000 words for athletics, 
a thousand word dictionary of kitchen 
terms; tremendously large dictionaries 
for such fields as medicine, electricity, 
plant and animal life, for use in print- 
ing, military science, etc. And Dr. 
Horowitz concludes by saying, “It is 
now possible to write in Hebrew 
clearly and exactly on any scientific 
or philosophic theme, however com- 


plex or abstruse.” (Op. cit., p. 7.) 


To a student of the Biblical lang- 
uages or an observer of sacred history, 
there is a strange warmth of feeling 
as he ponders these facts. David’s son, 
on David’s throne — and this great 
revival of David’s language. Does it 
not appear that our Father is again 
preparing the way for His Son to re- 
turn and to take up His earthly duties 
and the Millennial Kingdom? This 
could be another sign of His coming.
